TWIN FALLS - If Micron Tech- 
nology Inc. settles a 3, 500-worker 
plant in the Magic Valley, Twin Falls 
might have to build S 1 9 million- 
worth of new public schools within 
four years. 

* Twin Falls School District Superin- 
tendent Terrell Donicht said tnat 
would require a bond-issue vote in 
1997, because it takes two years to 
build a school. 

Under thejnost extreme popula- 
tion-growth forecast in a recent Mi- 
cron-impact study, a new high school 
and junior high would be needed in 
the city by 1999. 

That’s if the compnny builds its 
SI. 3 billion computer-chip factory at 
the Hansen Bridge site and if the city 
meets maximum growth expectations. 

At either of Micron’s preferred 
Magic Valley sites, Twin Falls city 
and school district would not be able 
to collect property taxes on the facto- 
ry because both sites arc outside their 
taxing authority, - ^ 

A long-term plan drawn up by the 
city last year - before Micron nn- - 
nounccd plans to open a new plant - 
projected the need for a new high 
school and junior high nt 20 1 0.

WASHINGTON — Budget pressures and thc" 
end of the Cold War justify a settling bock of the 
government’s prestigious research laboratories, 
a special commission said Wednesday, calling 
the lobSj inefficient and mismanaged. 

But the 23-member panel did not recommend' 
closing any of the research facilities where for . 
nearly half a century Cold War scientists pro- 
duced the mosrsophtsticatcd and destructive nu- 
clear weapons on earth. 

Energy Secretary Hazel O’Leary, while em- 
bracing most of the report, ruled out ‘‘a drastic 
restructuring’’ of the laboratory system. She said 
over the next year the research laboratories 
would be streamlincd'and reorganized. 

“I read the report as saying they’re too fat and 
too heavy and too costly,” O'Leary told re- 
porters' os she made the commission's findings 
public. 

But she said there will be no proposal to close 
the Idaho National Engineering Laboratory or 
any of the other research labs in the budget 
President Clinton will present to Congress next 
week. “There’s no fire sale at these labs,” she 
declared-'

Society for Microbiology. 

. . - AIDS kills largely by attacking 
CD4 cells, a variety of critical 
white cells that help the body fight 
infections. The latest studies 
showed that the two drugs together 
appeared to significantly raise CD4 
levels while suppressing — but not 
eliminating — the virus. 

Dr. Christine Katiamn of Pitic- 
Salpctricrc Hospital in Paris, one 
of the researchers, said the co/nbi- 
. nation of 3TC and AZT would 
now be her first cfioicc for treating 
patients with relatively advanced 
disease.

High wjpds battered Montana and Wyoming ns flooding 
and mudslides continued in parts of the Pacific Northwest. 

Hot, dry weather made a welcome appearance in Southern

Winds of 30 to 50 mph were reported in western Montana,* 
with gusts to 70 mph at Judith Gap. It was also windy in 
parts of Wyoming, with o 57-mph gust recorded at Rawlins. 

High wind warnings also were up in Hawaii, for the upper 
slopes of Mauna Ken, Mnuno Loo, and Halcakata. Winds 
gusted to 50 mph atop Mauna Kca and Haleakela, generating 
waves of up to 15 feet in Kauai and Oahu. . 

Storms, saturated soil and melting snow continued to trig- 
ger floods in parts of .the Pacific Northwest. Streams and 
rivers coming outof the Cascades were at bankfull or slight- 
ly above their banks. 

In central Washington, flooding was reported in Douglas 
nmlGrant counties. Residents of Palisades waded through

Freezing rain extended across parts of North Dakota, with 
ice covering the roads in Jamestown and freezing drizzle re- 
ported in Bismarck.

House OKs 
bill banning 
unfunded 
mandates 

WASHINGTON (AP) — House 
Republicans took a big step forward 
on their “Contract With America” 
agenda Wednesday, pushing 
through a bill restricting the federal 
government's, ability to. impose 
unfunded mandates on the states. 

Negotiations to settle minor dif- 
ferences between the House and 
Senate versions of the measure and 
final votes in both chambers were 
the lone remaining obstacles to get- . 
ting the Unfunded Mandates 
Reform Act to President Clinton’s 
desk. 

The bill, which would require 
that Congress pay for many pro- 
grams it imposes on states and local 
governments, was approved 360*74 
after eight days of often contentious 
-debate on the House floor. There 
was applause on the floor when the 
vote was announced. . 

All 230 Republicans in the Homes' A 
voted for the bill, along with 130 1 
Democrats. Voting against it were 
73 Democrats and the chamber’s 
sole independent, Rep. Bernard 
Sanders of Vermont. 

Rep. William Clingcr, R-Pn„ the 
manager of the bill, said it would 
begin historic changes in the way 
the federal government docs busi- 
ness. “This bill will restore state 
and local governments to their true 
places ns partners iq our" federal 
system.” 

While-supporters of unfunded 
mandates were hailing its passage, 
backers of the balanced-budget 
amendment to the Constitution 
were arguing' for that measure dur- , 
ing a third day of debate on the 
Senate floor. • 

At the same time, a Senate 
..Judiciary subcommittee became the 
.first panel to approve a proposed 
-Constitutional amendment to impose 
term limits on members of Congress. 

On a party-line vote of 5-3, the GOP- 
con trolled panel approved a measure 
to bar senators from serving more than 
two' full terms, and House members 
from serving more than six. -That 
would allow 12 years of service in 
each chamber. 

And the House’ Judiciary 
Committee advanced Republican 
efforts to rewrite last year's anti- 
crime low, approving a measure 
that would spend S10.5 billion on 
prison construction, S2.5 billion 
more than in the 1 994 law, but limit 
funding to states that are cracking 
down on violent criminals. 

Passage of the mandates bill, said 
Majority Leader Dick Armey, R- 
Texas, “shows that we arc on 
schedi^c" in the drive to voto on 
contract items in 100 days. "We 
clearly are demonstrating our abili- 
ty to make a big change." 

The Senate .version of the 
unfunded mandates legislation 
passed last Friday, 86-10, and the 
two chambers were expected to 
resolve their differences quickly.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Newt 
Gingrich didn’t receive a dime to 
teach a history course at a 
Georgia college in 1993, but gov- 
ernment records show taxpayers 
picked up most of the tab to fly 
him there.

Scientists develop AIDS virus they can kill 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Scientists 
searching for a safe AIDS vaccine 
said Tuesday they hove created one 
with a built-in time bomb — a gene 
that will cleanse" it from the body on 
cue. 

Researchers believe the most effec- 
tive AIDS vaccine is likely to be a live 
virus, which will prime tl>c body to 
mount a spirited reaction to Hiy. 
Many, though,' worry about giving 
healthy people cvtfn a weakened form 
of the AIDS virus, since it might 
cause cancer, immune suppression or 
even AIDS. 

So now a "team from the 
National Institute of Allergy and 
Infectious Diseases has come up 
with o novel strategy: a live but 
weakened AIDS virus that con be 
killed off-onecitdoesitK-job. 


A team headed by Dr. Kuan-Tch 
Jeang created a form of the AIDS 
virus that carries an extra gene taken 
from the herpes virus. Because of this 
gene, cells that become infected with 
the viruk can be selectively destroyed 
with ganciclovir, a widely available 
herpes medicine. 

•/‘We attempted to improve the safe- 
ty of an HIV vaccine using a suicide 
gene,” said Dr. Stephen M. Smith, 
who presented the results at an AIDS 
meeting sponsored by the American 
• Society for Microbiology. 

Smith said the approach looks 
promising in the test tube. But much 
more testing, including extensive use 
in monkeys, will be necessary before 
it can be tried on people. He said 
human studies arc at least three years 
-away. 


"It's a terrifically imaginative 
approach and one we need to follow 
closely," commented Dr. William 
Paul, director of the U.S. Office of 
AIDS Research,/ ■ . 

.While other experts at the confer- 
ence found the idea intriguing, some 
were skeptical. 

Dr. Ronald Desrosiers of the New 
England Regional Primate Center is 
one of the country’s leading advo- 
cates'of a live AIDS vaccine. He is 
developing versions that will pro- 
duce a chronic infection, but not 
sickness, because one or more of 
their genes have been crippled. • 

. Desrosiers sSjt^he doubts the sui- 
cide gene will. Work. HIV is likely to 
mutate quickly inside the body and 
loose the extra gene, thereby making it 
-unkiltablc, he contends 


WASHINGTON (AP) — WUh 
little fanfare, Vietnam opened its 
liaison office here Wednesday, a 
significant step toward normalizing 
relations two decades after the 
United States abandoned efforts to 
defeat the communist government. 

The United States opened its liai- 
son office in Hanoi Friday. 

"Our mission here is to continue 
work on improving relations," said 
Lc Van Bang, Vietnam’s former 
ambassador to the United Nations 
who moved here from New York to , 
become chief of liaison. 

Until now, he said, the contacts 
between the two governments were 
through the U.N. mission in New 
York. “Now we have the chance 
here, to talk directly to the State 
Deportment. It is better to be here." 

The office, on the fifth floor of a 
building less than a mile from the 
State Department, will bc.uScd only 
until renovations arc completed on 
the Embassy Row mansion used by 
the former South Vietnamese gov- 
ernment. That country ceased to 
exist in 1975 when Vietnam was 
reunified under Hanoi’s control. 

The opening of the seven-person 
office coincides with t he i ssuan ce 
of the State Department’s annual ’ 
Teport of human rights around the 

Vietnam's “government was 
responsible forrcontinued human 
rights violations in 1994," that 
report said. "Vietnamese citizens 
did not have the right to change 
their government or to assemble, 
associate or speak freely.... Vietnam 
docs not yet enjoy the rute of law." 

, The report said the government 
continued to arrest and imprison 
people arbitrarily, that warrants 
apparently were not necessary, and 
that there were secret trials and sen- 
tencing. 

“The government continued to 
operate a nationwide system of sur- 
veillance and control through 
household registration and party- 
appointed block wardens who use 
informants to keep track of individ- 
ual activities," the report said. "Th'c 
constitution provides for freedom of 
speech and press, but in practice the 
government severely limits such 
freedoms.” C

Some details of the dream were 
similar to the killing, but some 
major. points weren't. Police still i 
thought the “dream" was a veiled 
confession. 

Convicted and sentenced to 40 
years, Linscott scrv.cd 3H years 
before an appeals court overturned 
his conviction in 1985. After more 
years of appeals, DNA evidence 
raised enough doubts (hat the prose- 
cution dropped the case in 1992. 

Tom Decker, Linscott’s attorney, 
said he would have challenged, the 
dream evidence had there been a 
new trial.

“There’s a tremendous cost for what 
we’re talking about here,” Dan Brizcc 
said. “The bottom line will be: Wc’vc 
got to find another way to fund our 
schools - and where is that money go- 
ing to come from?" 

It’s an excellent question, to which' 
there is an answer: 

From taxes. Preferably, taxes paid 
by people with good jobs. 

Consultants who recently studied 
the potential impact of a Micron Tech- 
nology Inc, plant made some_soberjng 
observations. Among their conclu- 
sions was that the Magic Valley’s 
growth will require significant spend- 
ing on schools, roads and other public 
services, whether Micron comes or 
not . « 

For example 1 , the consultants fore- 
cast that Twin Falls will need a new 
high school and junior high by the 
year 2010, with or without Micron. 

Micron’s 3,500 jobs, with an ac- 
1 companying acceleration of popula- 
tion growth, would bring that need 
considerably closer. But the need will 
come regardless. 

So how do we pay for the new 
schools that inevitably must be built? 
In Idaho, local property taxes absorb 
most of the burden. And here’s the 
key point to consider: That burden 
will fall more gently on the communi- 
ty if it can recruit good-paying, stable, 
benefit-bearing jobs. 

Magic Valley folk seem to under- 
stand, the value of .such jobs. A’ ran- 
dom poll of valley residents last week 
showed roughly two-thirds in favor of 
Micron locating here. A related poll 
focusing on Twin Falls residents 
brought similar results. So did a sur- 
vey of Twin Falls Aren Chamber of 
Commerce members.

For example, thc-hcad of Mary- 
land Public Broadcasting describes 
as “vultures" some people with 
whom he disagrees. 

The people who Raymond Ho 
1 calls “vultures ... circling over the 
endangered species of public tele- 
vision” are people who believe in 
the commercial value of much of 
the programming about which </ 
public television boasts. Ho is un- 
-gry that several media companies 
have expressed an interest in mak- 
ing profits by privatizing public 
broadcasting. 

Rep. Eliot Engel, D-N.Y., nlso is 
indignant about the medin compa- 
nies which would “like nothing 
more than getting a piece of the 
action and making a bundle on it." 
Engel’s argument is at least novel: 
Taxpayers must continue to subsi- 
dize public broadcasting lest its 
commercial viability result in un- 
subsidized success. 

Public television is currently 
generating huge profits, but not for 
the public. Licensed merchandize 
related to programs such as “Bar- 
ney & Friends," “Sesame Street" 
and “Shining Time Station” pro- 
duces hundreds of millions tff dolr 
tors for the private companies that 
produce the programs. 

When sleep, nature's sweet re- 
storer, summons David Mascng 
Will, age 2, at fob end of a day en- 
livened by Barney videos, he 
climbs into his Barney pajamas, 
brushes with his Big Bird tooth- 
brush and heads for a crib congest- 
ed with Barney and Sesame Street 
stuffed animals. • 

There arc millions of young 
consumers like David. 

The Corporation for Public 
, Broadcasting, its mind wonderful- 
ly concentrated by the recent elec- 
tions, suddenly says it is going to 
write sensible contracts, enlarging 
its share ofliccnsing profits. One 



reason for the careless contracts is 
that public broadcasting people arc 
too sensitive, too focused on life’s 
higher things, to concern them- 
selves with humdrum business rea- 
soning. 

Cultural cost calculations can be 
complicated, as Bonnie Ward Si- 
mon, administrator of the Wash- 
ington Chamber Symphony, re- 
cently showed when talking about 
the relationship of her organization 
to the National Endowment for the 
Arts: “It probably costs us as much ’ 
in administrative time to fill out all 
the paperwork for this grant as we 
actually get. What it does say to 
certain foundations is, ’This is the 
imprimatur.’ ... It’s like the Good 
Housekeeping stamp of approval.” 

Arc allthc newspaper editorial- 
ists now defending the NEA and 
other cultural agencies comfort- 
able with this de fncto system of 
government-approved culture? 
Would the editorialists favor a 
Corporation for Public Newspa- 
pers to subsidize government-run 
rivals? 

Speaking of subsidizing rivals, 
consider radio. Leonard Garment, 
President Nixon’s White House 4 
counsel and an advocate of federal 
funding of culture, says the puhlic 


radio station in Dunsmore, W.Va., 
exemplifies why public broadcast- 
ing is necessary. That station “of- 
fers local programming that no 
commercial station would consid- 
er lost dog ads, funeral announce- 
ments, school closings, junior high 
sports broadcasts." 

But Grenville Emmet, who op- 
erates little stations in Leesburg, 
Va., and Lexington Park, Md., 
says the kind of programming 
Garment mentions is what makes 
small town stations like his com- 
rpcrcially successful: 4 

“I tried to move - not remove - 
the obituary noticcs'on one of our 
stations several years ago and was 
met with a flood of protests from 
listeners who relied on them to 
hear about their friends and neigh- 
bors. We have sponsors for those 
announcements, for lost pet re- 
ports, for our community event 
calendars, for our farm reports, 
stock market reports, girls' sports, 
etc. That kind of programming, 
plus local news which reports 
school board and local government 
meetings, is our bread and butter.” 
.Extravagant rhetoric in defense 
or federal culture subsidies ex- 
presses indignation arising from an 
entitlement mentality on foe part 


of foe subsidizcdvThc pwuliar hy- 
perbole of foe professoriate is es- 
pecially striking. Perhaps in 
academia, where the liberal con- 
sensus is rarely challenged, argu- 
ment is a lost art and hysteria sub- 
stitutes for analysis. 

For example, Professor 
Theodore Rabb, a Princeton histo- 
rian, says that ending government 
involvement in funding for the hu- 
manities would “destroy institu- 
tions that have become vital to the 
health of American thought." 

Rabb docs not specify - how could 
he? - which institutions ore both 
vital to foe health of American 
thought and utterly dependent on a 
federal agency that did not exist 30 
years ago. , 

4 And if any such institutions ac- 
tually exist, why is their form of 
welfare dependency an argument 
for the system that made their sur- 
vival, unlike that of most cultural 
institutions, so precarious? 

Clearly, the caliber of arguments 
on behalf of federal culture spend- 
ing docs demonstrate that there is 
room for improvement in the 
health of American thought.

On May 14, 500 B-29s hit Nagoya, 
Japan’s third largest city, causing devasta- 
tion similar to foe recent earthquake in 
Kobe. 

Japanese resolve did not waver. 

Secretary of War Henry Stimson, who 
had the final responsibility for rccom- 
; mending to Truman whether to drop the 
, bomb, wrote: “I felt that to extract a gen- 
uinc.surrender from foe Emperor and his 
military advisers, there must be adminis- 
tered a tremendous shock which could carf 
ry convincing-proof of our powcf to de- 
stroy the Empire. Such an effective shock 
would savd fnany times tjje number of 
lives, both American andJapanese, that it 
would cost."" 

McCullough writes, "The possibility of 
dropping the atomic bbmb on some target 
other than n city, as a harmless technical x 


demonstration for the Japanese, had been 
considered by the committee and by the 44 
scientific panel, and it had been rejected." 

Japanese soldiers knew no fear. Truman 
had seen what they did on Okinawa. 

They fought froip caves and pillboxes

heavy air and sea bombardment.

“SomlrGf DoD's assumptions arc 
questionable,” the GAO concluded. 
"War-fighting command officials 
befieve that DoD's concept for 
-responding to Uvo nearly simultanc-— 
ous conflicts ... may not be the best 
approach." The estimates of these 
commanders about how quickly 
they might respond to a second war 
’ threat and what equipment they 
!■ might nc.cd "differ significnntly 
from DoD’s estimates." 

The Bottom-Up Review envisions . 
a military large enough and agile 
enough to fight two major regional 
wars nearly simultaneously, in 
Korea and the Persian Gulf, for 
example. The idea is that potential 
adversaries should be discouraged 
from believing they could launch a 
war with impunity if the United 
States was already fighting else- 
where. 

The report indicates that-military 
commanders arc questioning 
whether existing airlift and sealift 
assets would suffice to move forces 
to two battlcfronts and whether • 
unique military assets — such as 
special operations forces or Stealth 
bombers — could be quickly shifted 
from one conflict to the other. 

A Pentagon spokesman did not. 
immediately return a call seeking 
comment, but the GAO included a 
Defense Department rebuttal in its 
report. 

“DoD views with concern the 
negative tenor of the GAO report, 
which implies the main conclusions 
of the Bottom-Up Review were 
based on incomplete, and therefore.

But some Army support forces and 
specialized Air Force combat air - 
craft might encounter difficulty in 
quickly shifting from peacekeeping 
missions to the battlefront. 

■ Cancellation of the Tri-Service 
Standoff Attack Missile and the 
Navy’s F* 1 4. improvement program 
raises questions about whether the 
armoments assumed in the Bottom- 
Up Review will be available. 


Poland’s fate sealed 
at Yalta Conference

•Three days after he had taken the 
oath of office for the fourth time. 
President Franklin Roosevelt set sail 
for Malta. 

From this island, whose British 
garrison hud set a standard for hero- 
ism in the early days of the war, 
Roosevelt and British Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill flew to 
Yalta in the Crimen for a summit 
meeting with Soviet leader 3osef 
Stnlin.’The Yalta Conference would 
run from February 4-11, 1945. The 
agenda was nothing less than the 
political division of the world after 
the war. 

It had been clear for some time 
that* Nazi Germany was beaten. 
_Staliri_had already started directing 
military operations in accord with a 
postwar vision of Soviet control, 
over Eastern Europe. In late 1944, 
Stalin gave a higher priority to seiz- 
ing Budapest and Vienna than to 
driving into Germany. One result 
had been the fierce campaign 
uround Budapest that had lasted 
from October 1944 to January 1945. 

Bulgaria and Romania had been 
overrun by the Red Army. But in 
August, the Red Army'hud halted its 
drive on Warsaw, wailing long 
. enough for the Germans to crush an 
uprising by the anti-communist 
Polish underground, thus removing 
a rival to the communist faction the 
Soviets had established in Lublin. 

Yet, while Soviet plans followed ' 
the-oge-old pattern of imperialism, 
U.S. thinking was focused on a new 
kind of world order. 

In his inaugural address. Roosc- ' 
vclt had declared, "We have teamed 
to be citizens of the world, members 
of the human community. We have 
learned the simple truth ... the only 
way ta.hu ve a friend is to be a 
’.friend." At Yalta. Roosevelt would 
try tci win Stolin's friendship by. 
accepting most of Stalin's propos- 
als. •- 1 

• On Poland, Stajjn wanted to keep 
most of the territory gained in 1939 
, during his short alliance with Adolf 
Hitler. The war in -Europe had start- 
ed with .Germany -s invasion of 
Poland, whose independence had . 
been guaranteed by England and 
France. 

The great irony of the war would , 
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be that at its end, Poland was still 
not free. Poland merely traded one 
totalitarian master hostile to the 
West for another. 

As compensatiqn for losing land 
in the east to the USSR. Poland 
would be given territory taken from 
Germany — including a large part 
of Prussia and 12 million German 
citizens. 

“1 prefer the war should continue 
a little longer ... to give Poland com- 
pensation in the West," declnred 
Stalin. 

This shocked Americans, whose ' 
prime concern was to end the war as 
soon as possible. Stalin also wanted 
part of Prussia, the Konigsberg nrca, 
to be annexed to the USSR. 

Poland was to also have a govern; 

merit friendly to Moscow. Stalin 
rejected the idea of a coalition gov- 
ernment with the Polish govern- 
mcnt-ln-exile headquartered in 
London. Roosevelt and Churchill - 
pressed for .^provisional govern-, 
ment that would contain all "democ- 
ratic and anti-fascist” parties and 
free elections. 

Stalin agreed to early elections, 
but refused the demand for interna- 
tional supervision. An election held 
under the guns of the Red’ Army ■ 
would be a mockery of the democ- 
ratic process. But the U.S. dropped 
the supervision requirement 
because, in the words of Secretary 
of State Edward Stetlinus, "the' 
President was anxious to reach 
agreement and that to expedite mat- 
ters he was willing to make this con- 
. cession." 

Roosevelt also sent Stalin a letter 
during the conference pledging that 
the "United Slates will never lend 
its support in any way to any provi- 
sional govcmnient in Poland which 
would_bc inimical to your interests."..

He 
raced internationally .for 10 years, and won. 
a bronze medal in^pine skiing at the 1964 
Winter Olympics. 


In 1970, Heuga was diagnosed with mul- 
tiple sclerosis, a neurological disease that 
commonly afflicts young adults. There is„. 
no cure for MS, but Heuga began the Jim- 
mie Heuga Center to help those with the 
disease remain active. 4 

In 1985, a team of 11 Olympic skiers, in- 
cluding Jeon-Clnude Killy, Phil Mahre and 
Billy Kidd challenged Alaska’s Mt. 
Afyeska, skiing more than 1 miflioh verti- 
cal feet over 18 hours. • 

They raised more than S250.000 that day 
and decided to make the Jimmie Heuga Ski 
Express ah annual event. 

Heuga himself arrives in Sun Valley to- 
day to attend the cvBnt, which visits 29 re- 
sorts in 19 states this year. .Last year’s Ski 
Express raised nearly SI million mid paid 
for more than 81 scholarships for people to 
attend the Jimmie Heuga Center. The cen- 
ter's third satellite program, in St. Joseph, 
Mo., also way started lost year.

Both the Los Angeles Times 
and KNBC reported Tuesday that 
White was in line to succeed 
Shell, but both said. Davis ago- 
nized over the decision, nnd 
KNBCsaid.it was possible Davis 
could still change his'mind. 

The Associated Press learned 
that Shell, one of only two black 
head coaches in the NFL — the 
other is Minnesota’s Dennis 
Green — - arrived at his office ear- , 
ly Wednesday and stayed most of 
the morning.

* If approved, the new Bliss'-Hagermnn 
district will plan a new school building. 
Frank Erwin of Hagerman Said seven sites 
for the new campus' are being considered, 
but none has been chosen yet. 

When plans arc complete and costs are 
estimated, voters will be asked to pass a 
bond issue to pay for the new building. 

One ditemma the districts face is that con- 
solidation needs only a 50-perccnt approval 
’vote to pass, but a bond issue needs a two- 
thirds majority vote. So there is a possibility 
"that the districts will consolidate for lire pur- 
pose of having one new school, but then riot., 
be able to build that school. • 

“It’s tricky,” Worrell said. “You need 
more votes tp pass the bond than to consol- 
idate." The districts need to find out in 
advance what the people want; he said. If 
the bond issue is going to be defeated, then 
consolidation should be put off. 

Hagerman school board chairman Pat 
Russell said that* a poll taken by the 
Hagerman PTA showed that some people 
arc in favor of passing a bond and about on 


equal number of people ore against it. The 
undecided vote; he said, is great enough to 
sway the vote either way. 

Bliss trustee chairman Diane Butler said 
there arc mixed feelings about consolidat- 
ing the districts, but the need for a new 
facility is serious and something needs to 
be done soon . for the good of the students. 

"We have som.c.(saying) yes and some 
no," she said. "We feel we owe it to the 
people in favor to go ahead until thd vote is 
put to them.". * 

Ha'gcrmnn Principal Wayne Ills said- 
thefe is' a mild rivalry between Bliss and 
Hagerman, "but it docs not exist like it did 
20 years ago," he said.

crashed into her, Kura said. 

Stacey braked and tried to move to 
the right, but Robledo's cor- "cut a pret-

Kura said. 

Stacey and his I6-ycar-old son, David, 
were only slightly hurt and wore scat belts, 
he said.

Funding formula may leave 
out Blaine County schools

BOISE - An education funding formula 
that takes from the rich and gives to the poor 
could mean big headaches for the Blaine 
County School District. 

Blpine County, with more thnnS2 bil- 
lion in assessed property, is one orldaho’s 
richest counties. But. barring legislative 
action, the day may come when Blaine 
County receives little - if uiw - school 
funding from the state. I 

Philip Homer, Blaine County School 
District superintendent, asked the Senate 
Educatio'n Committee to adopt a funding 
floor so that his schools aren r t totally ignored 
by state lawmakers. 

Blaine County gets 9 percent of its funding 
“from Boise, down from the 20 percent it got 
in previous .years. By comparison, Homer 
said Jerome County gets 80 percent of its 
funding from the state. Without a floor, 
Homer said Blaine’s slicc/Of state funds will 
get ever smaller. ' 

_ “We’d rather not be a private school in the 
'state of Idaho if we can get away with it. 
We’d like some state support,” Homer told 
lawmakers. ‘ 

Under State Schools SupcrintcndcnrAnnc 
C. Fox’s budget, more than $4 million is set 
aside to cover wealthy districts - or district’s 
with higher tax rates. But it’s far from certain 
that S4 million will survive the budgefing 


Ron Black, R-Twin Falls, said lawmakers 
miscalculated the 1994-1995 School budget. 


’Salary costs arc running $ 10 million ahead of 
previous estimates. 

That $10 million shortfall means less state 
money for things like utilities and supplies. It 
also means there will be pressure from other 
school districts to up their share of the educa- 
tion fund Black predicts the $4 million fund- • 
ing floor iwon’t make it to the governor’s 
desk. 

Blaine County officials say previous bud- 
gets included a floor to protect Blaine 
County. But the protection was removed on 
the last day of the Legislature in 1994. State 
Sen. Clint Stennett, D-Kctchum, said the 
omission appeared to be an oversight - but 
one with terrible implications for his con- 
stituents. - 

The county provides $25 million in sales ' 
and income taxes to the state treasury, 
Stennett said, insisting that it's only fair- for 
Blaine County Schools to get some of that 
money back. 

Stennett said he hopes the funding floor 
will make it through the Storehouse. j 

“It shouldn’t have any trouble, but you 
never know,' ’ he sai d.

Easter Idaho’s top farmer 
wants to shift; water 


IDAHO FALLS (AP) - Eastern 
Idaho’s largest farmer wants to 
transfer irrigation water again this 
summer, but he may have an eas- 
ier time than last year. - 

This time, all. the transfers 
Blaine Larsen proposes arc on his 
^property in Clark and Jefferson 
.counties. . 

He has applied with the state 
. Department of Water Resources.- 
requesting 23 watertight trans- 
fers and nine amendments to 
existing water rights. The trans- 
fers wouIrTlct him take 3,200 
acres of cropland north of 
Monteview out of production to 
irrigate on equal amount of land 
near Hamer. 

"We had to look at it from an 
economic standpoint and that is 
the only reason we’re dr ying up 
some ground apd moving the 
water elsewhere," said Jim Bell,, 
Larsen’s farm manager. 


The transfers total about 64 • 
cubic feet per second of water,' 
said Dick Larsen, a department 
spokesman. One cfs equals 
646,000 gallons a day. 

Larsen is taking land out of 
production because he lacks valid 
water rights on the Monteview 
acreage^ Water Resources 
Director Keith' Higginson last 
year rejected most of Larsen’s 
requests to transfer irrigation 
water* from land i^lcd under the 
federal Conservation Reserve 
Program. 

Higginson concluded the trans- 
fers would injure existing water 
rights. 

This year’s transfers, however, 
arc fairly routine whenytyater is in 
short supply, Dick Laracn said.,

Electrical problem caused 
fire in Tremonton, Utah 


Nebraska Legislature seeks to snag Micron 


TREMONTON, Utah (AP) — 
The state fire marshal has deter- 
mined a blaze that destroyed or 
severely damaged at least five 
businesses Jhn downtown 
Tremonton Avas caused by an 
electrical problem in the 8 1 -year- 
old Midland Hotel. 

Firefighters had thought they 
put out the blaze caused by an 
electrical wire shorting out in the 
basement of the historic hotel 
early Tuesday. But old, dry wood 
floor joists remained hot enough 
to rcignitc, two hours later, 
- —Tremonton Fire Chief-Nick- Estep 
said. 

“Thefe was no way we could 
have detected it; there was no 
smoke or nothing. The (state) fire 
marshall-said he would have dot\p 
the same thing," Estep said. 

The fire, which blackened 
nearly a half block of downtown 
Tremonton, also destroyed 
Feldman’s variety store and the 
former Western Trails cafe. No 
injuries were reported. 

Gary Feldman watched from 
1 across the street Tuesday as his 
family business was reduced to 
ash and rubble. 

“We’ll just have to figure out a 
way to get back into business,” 
he said. "We’ve had the commu- 
nity encourage us, 1 guess it’s all 
we can do.” 


Two other businesses; Hepp's 
Shoe & Sport Store and The Hair 
Line salon, were threatened by 
fire and sustained heavy smoke 
and water damage. Two tenants 
of the hotel made it out safely 
before the fire took hold. 

The old hotel's’ thick brick 
walls probably saved the state 
liquor store, said the outlet's 
owner and manager Robert 
McLachlon said. 

He considers the lack of dam- 
age to the liquor store remarkable 
considering the heat the blaze 
generated. 

“We were standing across the 
street and you could feel the 
heat," McLachlan said. "The 
flames were going 50 to 60 feet 
in the air." 

The state will inspect the store 
and determine when MCLachlon 
could open again. 

"We were lucky," said Don 
Christensen, owner of Hepp’s, 41 
W. Main St. “Someone was 
watching over us."

In a cost-conscious legislative ses- 
sion, there was hardly a complaint 
Wednesday that the bill, if it passes 
the Senate and i6 signed into law, 
will create a system costing at least 
$2 million more than the current 
one.

' / RIGBY (AP) — About one month after four 
deaths at o Rigby home, Jefferson County author- 
ities say test results show the mother killed her 
two sons and a tccn-aged girl, then shot herself. 

“We’re going to rule' it as a triple Jtomicide, 
suicide, ".Sheriff Blair 01sen„said. 

Investigators waited for test results in the 
deaths of Mary Myers. 44; her sons, Anthony 
Rice, 20, and Keith Rice,. 16; and Christine 
• Danielson, 1 7, whom Keith Rice was dating. 
Their bodies were, found, iijl the basement of 
Myers’ home on Dei;. 30. 

The results showed gijppowdcr residue on 
Myers’ left hand, which was holding a .22-callbcr 
pistol when her body was found, Olsen said. She 
died of a single shot to the left temple. 

At her feet was a short suicide note, which 
Olsen said was in her handwriting. 

‘•'There’s nothing in the note that explains why 
she did all of this," the^sheriff said. 

Authorities suspected suicide from the begin- 
ning. but were unable to find a reason why Myers 
killed herself, Olsen said. She had not sought 
treatment for depression and her family knew of 
no history of psychiatric illness. 

No signs of inner turmoil raised suspicions in 
Rigby that someone else may have been 
involved. Olsen spelled out the most likely see-.

Anthony Rice was the first person killed, with 
a single shot to the brain. 

"He was shot before he could react," Olsen 
said. "There was no sign of a struggle, no' sign of 
defending himself." 

• After the first shot, Mary Myers'returned 
upstairs and authorities think she may have writ- 
ten the suicide note. 

Meanwhile, Keith Rice and Danielson were in • 


the garage. He gave her a Christmas present. 

The couple returned- inside the house and went 
' downstairs. They were in a hallway when Myers 
apparently approached them from the rear. 

Keith Rice was shot in the check and- the bullet 
deflected into his neck. The wound would not 
have been fatal. He fell. to the floor and was Shot 
a second time in the forehead. 

Danielson trifcd to run into the family room but 
a bullet grazed above her left, eye and knocked 
‘her unconscious. She also could have survived, 
but Myers shot her again. She waS found still 
clutching her gift and her unopened Christipas 
card. 

A stray shot was fired. Myers then used the last 
bullet on herself. 

They were not discovered until the next morn- 
ing by Danielson's father, who crawled through a’ 
basement window, Olsen said. 

Olsen said authorities could only speculate at 
the reasons for the killings. 

Possible factors included Mary Myers’ filing 
for divorce from Tom - Myers on Dec. 28. 

She had also filed a restraining order against 
her husband on Dec. 27 that ejected him from the 
home. Authorities had responded to two domestic 
disturbance calls at the house the week before the 
killings. Olsen said.

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Cuban refugees reluctantly return 
to U.S. base on their island nation

homes In Holland; as the country suffers Its worst floods In over 40 years. 

Soldiers sling sandbags to fight 
flood; 250,000 flee to high ground 


TIEL, Netherlands (AP) - — 
Soldiers slung sandbags and tried to 
battle Mother Nature as flooded 
rivers made water refugees 
Wednesday' of almost 250,000 peo- 
ple, the biggest exodus ii^Dutch his- 
tory. 

Despite the efforts, one dike was 
breached and water poured into the 
town of Ochten. . 

Soldiers were pressed into duty 
Wednesday to, reinforce dikes weak- 
ened by the rampaging Maas and 
Waal rivers, which have been bearing 
the brunt of Western Europe’s recent 
flooding and snow meltoff. 

Although water-levels in t^is low — 
lying province were dropping by 
nightfall, the rising river waters, 
spread northward, forcing Kant pen, a 
town of 40,000, to build a second t 
emergency dike, Kampcn tics along' 
the Ijscl River, just south of the vast 
inland lake known as the Ijselmccr. 

Evacuees clogged highways with 
traffic jams several miles long in 
their rush to high ground with only 
•what they could carry in their cars 
and tracks. Livestock shared space 
, with washing, machines. ns residents 
of Gcldcrland and Limburg provinces 
packed up their lives. 

Some people refused to bow to 


evacuation orders, which if violated 
include fines and jail. ' 

Riot police were sent into the east- 
ern section of the Waal city of 
Gorinchem to forcibly evacuate the 
remaining 4,000 residents. 

“I’m absolutely not going to 
leave," yiid Paul Gremmcn, who 
owns a furniture factory in the Waal 
town of Wamcl. “If the water breaks 
through, I have to save the expensive 
computer-controlled machinery.” 

Queen Beatrix, 57, splashed 
through puddles in her green rubber 
boots to chat with evacuees and com- 
fort those about to leave their homes. 

The flood waters that continued to 
decline in the rest of northwestern 
Europe regained their fury as they 
poured into the southeastern Dutch 
lowlands gunrded by 300 miles of 
dikes. 

The Finance Ministry put the price 
tag for a “worst-case scenario" of 
dikes bursting at up to $46 billion. . 

A second Dutch fatality-was 
reported Wednesday, a 62-ycar-old 
woman who fell into the Waal a 
day earlier with her sister while 
walking their dog along a dike in 
.Winssen. Her 52-year-old sister 
died Tuesday. 

That brought the official death toll 


from the European floods to 29, 
including 16 in France, four in 
Germany, five in Belgium, one in 
Luxembourg and one in Austria. , 

Barge traffic along the Waal, 
which connects the world’s largest 
port of Rotterdam with Germany via 
the Rhine, has been shut down to pre- 
vent damage to the dikes. 

Flood waters throughout Germany 
were on the decline, with the excep- 
tion of the Kleve district, which is on 
alert should a dike break across the 
Dutch border. 

In Cologne, the most heavily 
flooded of German cities, the water 
level receded to 33 feet, 3 inches 
from the record 34 feet, 7 and one- 
third inches Monday. 

Although flood waters were reced- 
ing in France, the far-north Ardennes 
area remained badly flooded. 

The flooding was the worst nat- 
ural disaster to hit the Dutch since 
1953 when a North Sea storm 
surge washed away-l : ,U00 people 
in the southwestern province of 
Zeeland. . 

But in toms of refugees, the cur- 
rent crisis surpasses even the World 
War 11 battle of Arnhem in 1944, 
which forced 180,000 people from 1 
their homes. 


PANAMA CITY, Panama (AP) — 
A dejected group 'of Cuban refugees 
returned Wednesday to the- American 
naval base at Guantanamo Bay, reluc- 
tant prisoners of a foreign power on the 
same island they risked their lives to 
fleer" 

“It makes no sense," one sjid. 

With salsa music playing and a sign 
wishing them luck in Spanish, the first 
100 Cubans from refugee camps along 
the Panama Canal boarded a Boeing 
727 charter undo heavy U.S. military 
guard Wednesday morning. Ahcpd Was 
the two-hour flight to Guantanamo Bay 
on Cuba’s eastern end. 

Mipty waved at reporters before tho 
American Trans Air plane took off at 
7:30 a.m. Salsa music vibrated from 
speakers set up by soldiers. 

“Adios, Panama!’’ ono Cuban man 
yelled before boarding the plane. 

Five hundred refugees were to be 
transferred to Guantanamo by the end 
of Wednesday and each following day. 
until all arc moved — 7,500 total. 

By the time the first group departed, 
soldiers in camouflage fatigues were 
preparing a C-I41 military plane for 
the second flight and moving the good 
luck sign to the other end of the tar- 
mac. The second flight took off about 
90 minutes later.' 

About 240 Cubans identified as trou- 
blemakers from December riots are to 
be returned in shackles but were not on 
the early flights Wednesday. 

•“Everything is going pretty smooth- 
ly,” said U.S. Army Col. David 
Holland, a military spokesman. “We 
haven't hod any resistance today from 
the Cubans.” 

Many say conditions are poor at 
Guantanamo, which is American soil 
and held 20,402 Cubans as of Tuesday. 

Others believe, as Jorge Sanchez 
Guerrero does, that the worst part is 
being caught between policies and 
politicians — President Clinton and 
their nation’s leader, Fidel Castro.- - 

“It makes no sense to send us bock 
to Cuba, even if it is to an American 
military base. It is a step backward,” 
the 26- year-old engineer said Tuesday, 
standing outside the large green tent 
that has been his home for five months. 
a “It is like we are a ball that Clinton 
and Fidel are playing with,” he said. 

Beginning in September, nearly 
8,500 Cubans who fled their country 
on rickety rafts and inner tubes have 
Slept on military cots in camps sur- 
rounded by chain-link fences topped 
with razor wire. They were brought 
from Guantanamo Bay because of 
overcrowding. 

. Panama agreed to allow the Cubans

to stay until March 6. 

At Guantanamo,: where the first 
refugees’ plane arrived about 10 a.m., 
Marine Gen. Raymond Ayres said 
facilities have improved substantially 
since they were shipped out in 
September. 

He said 522 “hardback" tents with 
wooden floors have been built, each 
with space for 16 to 23 people. 
Another 1,400 tents will go up by 
April, he said 


"My planning is that we will do this 
indefinitely,” Ayres said.

MOGADISHU, Somalia (AP) — 
Somali militiamen swarmed into 
U.N. headquarters Wednesday 
moments after the last peacekeepers 
pulled out and began picking the 80- 
aerc compound clean. 

Looters carted away wood, chairs, 
sewage pumps, wiring, light fixtures 
and other salvageable items in cars, 
trucks and wheelbarrows. Some 
looters complained that more valu- 
able items had been removed. 

It was the second time in four

Miss Lopez ’-s 
schoolbooks and an empty flask of a powerful insecticide.

Arizona’s bighorns died out 
.•arly this century, the victims of 
llcgal hunting and disease from 
domesticated sheep. 

"They were probably wiped out 
xcqusC or man’s ignorance in the 
last,” said Sharon Adams, a habi- 
:at manager for the state agency, 
vvhich handled the release. 

“Anytime we can right a wrong, 
*vc want to do it.” 

Finch set his hunting bow aside 
in fovor of a camera Wednesday. 

"ft makes it seem like you’ve 
stepped back in time to see them 
running through here like they 
used to," said Finch, 34, a hunting 
-guidcin Engar. 


Now, thanks to such relocation- 
offorts over the past 20 years, the 
Rocky Mountain bighorns arc 
increasing in numbers . in 
Arizona.' So arc their smaller 
lowland cousins, the desert 
bighorn sheep. 

Game and Fish has moved small 
herds of bighorns from wilderness 
areas in which they have thrived to 
areas identifiedos their historic, 
range. 

On Tuesday, 28 Rocky 
Mountain bighorns were captured 
with a giantmet near. Gunnison in 
southwestern Colorado and tyere 
'trucked 500 miles to Arizona. 

It was the last installment inn 
trade that five years ago sent 
dozens of desert bighorns from 
Arizona to lowland mountains near 
Colorado Springs, Colo. 

During Tuesday's capture, a ewe 
was killed, trampled by the rest of 
the herd as the sheep struggled to 
get out of the net. v . 

Another ewe was released tem- 
porarily Wednesday but was 
recaptured and taken to an animal 
hospital in Pinctop-Lakcsidc to 
treatment of a leg. injury. 

The rest of the Colorado sheep 
were freed for good, their hooves 
raising dust clouds as they scram- 
bled along the rocks in the Blue 
River primitive area. 

— It-is-herc that state and federal 


wildlife researchers arc consider- 
ing thcTeintToduction of the 
Mexican gray wolf, an endangered 
species that hasn’t been seen in the 
Arizona wilderness for more than 
two decades. 

Unlike that controversial propos- 
al, the return of bighorns to • 
Arizona has been met with over- 
whelming approval. 

. "Bighorn sheep hold a soft spot- 
in people's hearts," Adams said. 
‘They’re warm. They're woolly." 

Each year, a handful of bighorn- 
hunting licenses are doled out in 
auctions that have resulted in bids 
as high as $300,000 and'through 
lotteries that have raised as much 
as $90,000. 

; That money pays for relocation 
efforts, including transporting the 
sheep and other methods to help 
them survive. 

There now arc as many as 450 
Rocky Mountain bighorns here, 
and perhaps 10 times that number 
of desert bighorns in Arizona. 

They appear to be thriving, ' 
except for the Rocky Mountain ; 
bighorns along eastern Arizona’s 
SaifFtan cisco R iver. 

“We stilTSon’t know why those 
sheep arc declining,” CagleTimd. 
’.‘It may be from mountain liohp, 
the sheep’s chief predator, or pos- 
sibly sopic as yet unidentified dis- 
ease."

Cape Horn beckons sailor to disaster site

When he sails past Cape Horn at the 
lip of South America a couple of weeks 
from now, Steve Pettcngill will spend' 
some time reminiscing with his old dog, 
Frodo, who for 15 years was his partner 
in adventures ranging from cross-coun- 
try flying trips to building a business. 

The last time the former Belding, 
Mich., tracking company owner round- 
• cd the famed and feared Cape in 1990, 
he scattered Frodo’s ashes on those 
same seas that once floated another 
famous puppy: the good ship Beagle 
tliat carried Charles Darwin around the 
world and gave rise to an idea that was 
to shake science and theology alike, the 
modem concept of evolution. 

At 4 p.m. last Saturday — 8 a.m. 
Sunday in Australia — Pettcngill and 
13 other solo skippers set sail from 
Sydney Harbor on a 7,200-mile trip to 
Punta del Estc, Uruguay, the third and 
penultimate leg of the BOC Around- 
thc-Worid single-handed yacht race. 

’‘Frodo ! was a good old boy,” 
Pettcngill said before boarding 
Hunter’s Child, his 60-foot-sloop. ”1 
found his dad wandering around alone 
‘ out in the mountains in Arizona. After 
his dad died, I had Frodo with me for 
15 1/2 yearn. He did lots of sailing on 
Lake Michigan.” 

As he sails cast from Australia to 
round the Horn and begin the long run 
1 up the eastern coast of South America, 
Pettcngill won’t be able to avoid think- 
ing about something else that hap- 
pened the last time he tried to sail the 
other way around the Cape. 

Then, in 1990, the 60-foot trimaran 
on which he was trying to -break his 
year-old New York-.San Francisco 
record was flipped by an enormous 
wa ve. Pcttengili, 43, arid another crew- 
man spend a fear-filled day in the half- 
swamped hulk before they were res- 
cued by a cargo ship. 

But he shrugs off such worries, pre- 
ferring to concentrate on the things he 
needs to do to push Hunter’s Child fast 
enough to overcome Frenchman 
■ Christopbe Auguin’s 38-bour lead. , 
In this most rugged of sailing races, a j 
38-hour advantage can melt away like 
one of the icebergs Pettcngill thigh! 
i encounter in th’e latitudes called the 
Furious Fifties to ride the easterly gales _ 
that sweep around the bottom of the 
world just off the shores of Antarctica. 

“ He -began the second leg frbm Cape 


Town, South Africa, a full five days 
behind fleet leader Isabelle Autissier, 
jumped to firet when she was dismast- 
ed in a storm (and later had to abandon 
htr shattered boat), fell back into fifth 
after his boat was damaged three times 
by enormous waves and then ground 
his way back to second in the last 400- 
miles of that 6,200-miIc jaunt. 

" Pettcngill says, the Cape Town- 
Sydncy trip was the most brutal, 
unpleasant voyage of the 200,000 
miles he has logged under soil (nearly 
50,000 solo). 

The boat took so much damage in so 
many places that for a week he slept ' 
about. an hour a day in 15-minute 
snatches as be made repairs during a 50- 
knot gale, “and I have to admit that there 
were times when I thought, ’Gee, I hope 
some of the others are having as much 
fun as I am.’ But I just keep plugging 
away and hope that this leg it will be 
somebody disc's turn to have problems.”

If you want to win, not just 
finish, you have to concentrate on get- 
ting the maximum efficiency out of the 
boat at this moment That means that if 
you should shake out a reef in the 
mainsail in the middle of a snowsquoll 
nt 3 a.m., you get up and do it now 
instead of waiting for daylighL This is 
a race."

MIAMI — A senior National 
Marine Fisheries Service scientist in ' 
Miami has agreed to pay a $1,000 
civil fine to the National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric' Administration for 
a fisheries violation. 

Dr. Eric Prince was cited by 
Florida Marine Patrol officers at 
Crandon Marina on May 19, 1994, 
for bringing a wreckfish into the 
United States from the Bahamas 
without the required federal permit. 
Prince said hd wanted to use the 
large fish, whioh resembles a ■ 
Warsaw grouper, for scientific 
study, but he didn't have permission ■ 
of either the U.S. or Bahamian gov- 
ernments to take it, according to 
NOAa Deputy General Counsel Jay 
Johnson. 

Prince also was cited for bringing 
20- po unds .of. gro uper-an d -snapper-^- 
fillets into the United States. Federal ' 
law requires that grouper and snap- 
per be kept whole when brought 
ashore. Prince received a ticket from 
U.S. Customs for failing to immedi- 


ately report his arrival. Prince paid a 
$200 fine to Customs'. He received a 
written warning from NOAA for the 
filleted fish. 

Johnson said payment of the fine 
closes the case. Prince will not lose 
his job.

With rates rising, expect/ 
better returns from CDs

NEW YORK — Higher interest rotes are driv- 
ing up the cost of borrowing and giving Wall 
Street investors the jitters, but they’re also mak- 
ing good old-fashioned certificates of deposits in 
banks more attractive. 

CDs, which made a stunning comeback last 
year os a popular place for millions of Americans 
to park their, money, could become even more en- 
ticing now that the Federal Reserve Board has 
hiked interest rates further. 

Bonkers say they’ll be raising CD rates — al- 
ready at three-year highs — within days. But look 
before you leap into the CD world. Competition 
and the desire to grab deposits have caused banks 
to offer nil kinds of comc-ons and gimmicks. 

To avoid extra fees and get the best rates, it 
pays to read the fine print and ask a lot of ques- 
tions before stashing your savings in a CD, which 
commits you to keep the money there anywhere 
from a few months to five years. “The real deal 
may be in the llyspcck-size footnote at the bottom 


of an ad," said Robert K. Heady, publisher of 
Bank Rate Monitor, a North. Palm Beach, FJa.- 
based firm that tracks interest rates. "If the head- 
line looks too good to be true, it probably is." 

One thing you can Bet on is CD rotes have been 
steadily climbing. A year ago, the nveroge annual 
percentage yield on a six-month CD at large! 
bonks 2.78 percent, Bonk Rate Monitor data! 
shows. The yield, which is what a CD cams whe; 
compounded interest is factored in, jumped to; 
4.77 percent as of Monday! 

Heady predicted that if the Fed raised interest' 
■rates another half percentage point, the average 6-1 
month CD yields will reach 5.17 percent within! 
eight weeks. CD yields at many banks are nearly 1 
1 percent higher than the overage. 

The reason is that when the Fed raises rotes — 
which it’s been doing for nearly 12 months to 
slow the economy down enough to'restnun infla- 
tion — it increases banks’ costs for borrowing 
money from the government and from each other. 
Banks need money right now to fund loans, 
which are in great demand.

Forecast gauge up slightly 


WASHINGTON — The govern- 
mc'nt’s main economic forecasting 
. gauge rose slightly in December 
while construction spending ended 
; the year on a high note, possibly 
' due to unusually warm weather. 

Analysts said there may be 
; mixed signals in the latest govem- 
’ ment data.-But, as the Federal Rc- 
• serve raised short-term interest 
rates for the sevirith time in a year, 
they said they believe the economy 
is headed for a slowdown. * 

. The Commerce Department said 
Wednesday its Index of Leading 
' Economic Indicators rose a mere 
0,1 percent in December after 
climbing 0.3 percent the previous 
month. The index declined 0.1 per- 
cent in October for only its second 
drop ip 17 months. " 

The gauge “was basically flat 
during the fourth quarter (of 1994), 
pointing to an early 1995 slow- 
down,” said economist Bruce 
Steinberg of Merrill Lynch & Co. 

The index is aimed at predicting 
activity six to nine months down 
the road, Three straight moves in 
the same direction arc considered a 
good gauge of where the economy 
is headed, ' 

In another report, the Commerce 
Department said construction 
spending increased 1.1 percent in 
December and rose 8.7 percent for 
1994, the biggest gain since an 18T 
percent rise in 1984. 

Spending on residential, nonresi- 
dcntial and government projects in 
December totaled S530 billion at a • 
seasonally adjusted annual rate. 

But analysts attributed the De- 
cember gain to warmcr-than-norr.-

Dow edges up on Fed rate rise

CHICAGO — The Dow Jones In- 
dustrial Average closed up 3.70 at 
3847.56 Wednesday after gyrating 
late as the market digested a Vi per- 
centage-point increase in short-term 
interest rates.

overnight, loans, to 6 percent from 3 
• percent a year ago. 

U^ThiTeflect of a tightening usually 


takes six to eight months to show up 
in the economy, meaning “we should 
start seeing the effect of those hikes 
right now," Bouroudjian said. 

It is unclear exactly what effect 
that will have on corporate earnings 
and growth, both of which tend to be 
hurt by higher interest rates. Higher 
rales also make fixed-income instru- 
ments comparatively more attractive 
than stocks. “This could pressure 
stocks over the next couple of 
months," Bouroudjian said. 

But other analysts said getting the 
move over with cleared the way for a 
further rally in stocks. 

"It was widely heralded and came 
right through as predicted,’* said 
..Robert Stovall, president of Stovall- 
Twenty First Advisers Inc. in New 
York. 

The FqJ is likely now to “rest on 
its oars, so to speak, until -the May or 
even the July meeting,” Stovall said.

In contrast to microproces- 
sors, (the brains of PCs) where 
design is crucial, the secret to 
memory chips is low-cost mass 
production and the ability to 
shift manufacturing to new gen- 
erations of chips quickly. 
Japanese competitors played 
that game best in the 1980s( Of 
the U.S. semiconductor compa- 
nies, only Texas Instruments, 
IBM and Micron Technology 
survived. 

The expansion is part of an 
unprecedented growth spurt by ■ 
Samsung’s semiconductor unit, 
which will spend SI. 87 billion 
this year and billions more in 
the next five years to renovate 
old plants and add three more 
gigantic chip factories in Eu- 
rope. Asia and the U.S.'Thc 
company is searching for' its 
factory sites now. 

For Samsung’s San Jose op- 
erations, SamsungScmiconduc- - 
tor Inc., the expansion has 
prompted the subsidiary to dou^ 
blc its campus to coVct about 22 
acres. Thanks to the new facto- 
ry and headquarters expansion, 
the number of jobs at the U.S. 
subsidiary will grow from 420 
to 2,000 people by 1997. 

Samsung also appointed a 
new Korean executive, Y.B. 
Rha, to the top post at the sub- 
sidiary last month, replacing 
Sun Whan Lee. And Keith Mc- 
Donald, the highest-ranking 
American executive, got a pro- 
motion to senior vice president 
of marketing and sales for the 
Americas. 

The site for the U.S. memory 
chip factory likely will be 
picked by April, McDonald 
.said. But the company hasn’t 
ruled out buying a factory or 
forming a venture to run a fac- 
tory with a partner. % 

The chip plant- will build 16-

pected to become staples in fu- ■ 
rare personal computers and 
other electronic devices.

Two more low diamdiiqp 
went on a high club and a high 
heart and South ruffed a heart to 
try the spade finesse. This finesse 
Med also and the slum suffered 
one down. 

“Finding one of two finesses 
onside is a 75% chance," lamented 
South. True, but not accurate-in 
today’s case. Not only did South 
need one of two finesses, but he 
(also needed some luck in the ma- 
jor-suit distribution (eg., a finesse 
will not pick up K-x-x of spades

The best way to play the slam 
is to forget about finesses. The 
play becomes straightforward if 
South is willing to coocede a trick 
to the trump king.
